1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same.

and  (3)  that  such  items  shall  be  exempt  from  all  provisions  of  RSA  32 
relative  to  limitation  and  expenditure  of  town  monies,  all  as  provided 
by  RSA31:95-b. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  Six  Hundred  and  No/ 100  Dollars,  ($600.00),  from  Fed- 
eral Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  purchase  40  chairs  and  5  folding  tables 
for  Town  Hall  use. 


6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  Six  Hundred  and  No/ 100  Dollars,  ($600.00),  from 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  build  a  partition  in  the  Selectmen's 
Office. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  Eight  Thousand  and  No/100  Dollars,  ($8000 .00), from 
the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  be  used  for  purchase  of  equip- 
ment by  the  Barnstead  Parade  Fire  Department  and  the  Center  Barn- 
stead  Fire  Department  in  the  amount  of  Four  Thousand  and  No/100 
Dollars,  ($4,000.00)  each  Department.  (By  Petition). 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  Four  Thousand  Six  Hundred  and  No/ 100  Dollars, 
($4,600.00),  from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  off-setting  budgeted  appropriations  for  a  new  highway  san- 
der. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  Nine  Thousand  Five  Hundred  and  No/ 100  Dollars, 
($9,500.00),  from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  off-setting  budgeted  appropriations  for  a  brush  cutter  and 
chipper. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  Six  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  No/ 100  Dollars, 
($6,700.00),  from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  be  used  for  work 
on  the  Narrows  Bridge. 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
withdraw  from  the  Tax  Map  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  payment  of  the 
Tax  Map. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  all  monies  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  set  aside  for  Highway  Department  Retirement,  Two 
Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Sixty-six  and  14/100  Dollars,  ($2,966.14), 
plus  accrued  interest,  to  the  General  Fund. 


13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  Fifteen  Thousand  and 
No/ 100  Dollars,  ($15,000.00),  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Bridge  Ac- 
count Fund  to  the  General  Fund  for  work  on  the  Narrows  Bridge. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Five  Thousand  and  No/100  Dollars,  ($5,000.00),  to  be  used  for  work 
on  the  Narrows  Bridge. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Five  Hundred  Twenty-five  and  61/100  Dollars,  ($525.61),  for  the 
continuation  of  services  to  low  income  and  elderly  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Barnstead  thru  the  Community  Action  Program,  Belknap- 
Merrimack  Counties,  Inc. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Twenty-eight  and  85/100  Dollars,  ($28.85),  to  the  Lakes  Region 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural 
advantages,  as  well  as  preservation  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  Town, 
in  cooperation  with  other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region.

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reclassify  the  Vail  Road  from  a 
Scenic  Road  to  a  Class  V  Road.  (By  Petition). 

21 .  To  see  whether  or  not  the  Selectmen  for  the  Town  of  Barnstead 
should  favorably  entertain  a  petition  to  lay  out,  as  Class  V  highways, 
the  following  roads:  Pitman  Circle  (1,437');  Nutter  Lane  (400');  Mills- 
field  Lane  (1,915');  Dunbarton  Drive  (845');  Shelbourne  Lane  (745'); 
New  Castle  Lane  (680');  Lincoln  Lane  (1 ,095').  (By  Petition). 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
convey  property  known  as  the  Walker  Lot  in  North  Barnstead  contain- 
ing 3±  acres,  acquired  by  the  Town  by  tax  collector's  deed  by  public 
auction,  (or  advertised  sealed  bid),  or  in  such  other  manner  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Selectmen  as  justice  may  require.  Proceeds  of  same  to  go 
to  Conservation  Commission  to  be  used  toward  purchase  of  wetland 
property.  (Submitted  by  Conservation  Commission).

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OSCAR  FOSS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

Dear  Citizens  of  Barnstead,  N.H.: 

1979!  .  .  .  1917!  Sixty-two  years  have  passed  since  the  Oscar  Foss 
Memorial  Building  was  presented  to  the  town  by  Mrs.  Oscar  Foss  to 
take  care  of  the  Selectmen's  business  and  an  endowment  to  care  for  the 
building  and  to  promote  the  work  of  a  library.  Heretofore  a  library  or 
portions  thereof  had  been  housed  in  various  private  homes.  Now  in 
1917  books  could  be  placed  in  a  central  location;  and  most,  not  all,  of 
these  books  were  for  pleasure  reading. 

1979  was  a  significant  year  for  all  libraries  because  of  the  White 
House  Conference  on  Library  Services  held  in  November.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  a  result  of  the  Conference  will  be  legislation  which  will  im- 
prove the  library  in  all  its  aspects. 

In  1979  the  Selectmen  moved  into  newer  facilities  in  the  Town  Hall, 
leaving  the  entire  Oscar  Foss  Memorial  to  be  used  for  a  library.  In  gen- 
eral, the  library  picture,  as  a  collection  of  books,  has  changed  over  the 
years.  It  has  now  become  a  sort  of  "information  center."  Barnstead  has 
also  experienced  this  change  in  a  small  way.  Housewives  are  interested 
in  many  kinds  of  crafts,  changes  in  cooking  procedures,  styles,  and  ori- 
gins. Husbands  want  to  know  how  to  repair  building  structures,  elec- 
trical wiring  and  stone  masonry.  And  young  people  of  all  ages  want 
material  reflecting  the  passing  interests,  plus  material  supplementing 
what  is  not  always  available  at  their  school. 

The  Barnstead  library  collection,  housed  in  the  Oscar  Foss  Memorial 
Building  seems  to  answer  the  needs  of  most  of  our  residents.  What  we 
do  not  have  can  usually  be  borrowed  from  our  State  Library  or  any  of 
its  larger  affiliates. 

Having  the  use  of  the  entire  building  has  created  the  necessity  of 
making  some  inside  changes:  opening  a  wall,  closing  up  a  door-way  — 
this  work  was  done  by  Mr.  Douglas  Tedcastle.  Wall-to-wall  carpeting  has 
been  installed;  this  reduced  noise  and  has  helped  to  keep  the  floors 
warmer  for  young  children  to  sit  on.  The  "Friends  of  the  Library" 
made  a  very  generous  donation  to  pay  for  this  "carpet  project."  New 
shelving  to  match  the  existing  shelves  and  woodwork  was  built  by  Mr. 
Ron  DiPerri.  The  outside  has  also  been  changed;  there  is  no  longer  the 
danger  of  falling  over  crumbling  stairs.  This  was  done  by  Mr.  Edward 
Kelley  and  son  Richard.  Interior  painting  was  done  by  Mr.  Jeff  Young. 

There  are  yet  things  which  must  be  done,  such  as  the  installation  of 
proper  storm  windows  and  doors  for  energy  conservation,  uniform 
draperies  for  the  same  reason,  as  well  as  to  complete  the  decor. 
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We  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  our  good  citizens  to  the  fact 
that  your  librarians  and  trustees  are  doing  all  in  their  power  not  to 
spend  unnecessary  dollars,  but  since  the  Library  is  also  a  branch  of  the 
town's  business  enterprises,  we  are  also  faced  with  increased  costs 
which  cannot  be  predicted  or  foreseen. 

You  might  be  interested  in  a  few  figures.  At  present  there  are  493 
registered  borrowers.  In  this  past  year  we  have  circulated  6,395  books, 
and  we  have  added  approximately  400  books  to  our  collection. 

The  Community  Room  is  being  used  by  various  committees  and  the 
film  projector  is  also  being  used  by  different  organizations. 

Your  librarians  have  attended  meetings  at  the  area,  district,  and  state 
levels,  all  of  which  add  to  our  knowledge  and  skills.  We  are  now  a  part 
of  the  Rochester  Area  Libraries.  This  association  is  proving  most  help- 
ful in  various  ways.  We  have  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  representa- 
tives of  other  small  libraries  with  like  concerns,  the  privilege  of  borrow- 
ing material  from  the  Rochester  Library  and  the  added  impact  afforded 
by  a  cooperative  approach  to  problems.  We  expect  soon  to  receive 
a  grant  allowing  cooperative  buying  of  additional  audio-visual  equip- 
ment for  the  use  of  our  patrons. 

In  all  candor  we  must  add:  from  these  area  meetings  and  discussions 
has  come  the  firm  conviction  that  our  Town,  Barnstead,  has  better  in- 
formed trustees,  better  town-wide  support,  and  a  better  concept  of 
good  library  service  that  some  of  our  neighboring  towns!

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BARNSTEAD  POLICE  REPORT 
1979 

To  the  Citizens  of  Barnstead: 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  enlighten  the  parents  of 
Barnstead  to  one  of  the  most  serious  problems  that  we  are  now  facing 
and  how  to  detect  the  user  of  dope,  also  known  as  marijuana  or  pot. 

The  user  of  "pot"  is  unlikely  to  be  recognized  unless  he  is  heavy 
under  the  influence  at  the  time.  In  the  early  stages  of  drug  effect,  when 
the  drug  acts  as  a  stimulant,  the  user  may  be  very  animated  and  appear 
almost  hysterical.  Loud  and  rapid  talking  with  great  bursts  of  laughter 
are  common  at  this  stage  with  dilated  pupils  and  blood  shot  eyes.  In  the 
later  stages  of  the  drug  effect,  the  user  may  seem  to  be  in  a  daze  or 
sleepy. 

Marijuana  smokers  may  also  be  identified  by  their  possession  of  such 
cigarettes,  often  called  "sticks",  "reefers",  "joints."  The  marijuana  cig- 
arette is  often  rolled  in  brown  or  white  cigarette  paper  twisted  at  both 
ends  and  may  contain  seeds  and  stems  that  are  green,  then  regular 
tobacco.  An  additional  clue  to  marijuana  use  is  its  odor.  Similar  to  that 
of  burned  rope,  the  odor  is  readily  noticeable  on  the  breath  and 
clothing. 

Pot  is  usually  purchased  in  ounce  packets,  about  1  ounce  per  packet, 
at  about  $40.00  per  ounce.  There  are  also  many  other  forms  —  dime 
bags  and  nickel  bags,  $10.00  and  $5.00,  respectively,  and  in  cigarette 
form  -  a  joint  at  $1.00  each.  Most  pot  is  sold  in  plastic  sandwich  bags 
which  keep  it  fresh  for  the  user  and  can  be  stored  in  any  part  of  the 
user's  clothing. 

In  my  experience  in  locating  "pot"  during  drug  searches,  most  "pot" 
is  located  in  the  user's  room,  such  as  clothing  drawers,  night  stands, 
closets  and  jewelry  boxes,  and  the  unsuspecting  parent  may  let  this 
happen  undetected  for  several  months,  for  lack  of  knowledge  and 
understanding. 

Marijuana  is  a  very  serious  problem  that  cannot  be  ignored.  If  you 
suspect  any  of  the  above,  don't  hesitate  to  call  my  office  or  my  home. 
Your  name  and  information  will  be  held  in  the  strictest  confidence. 
Please  don't  let  a  user  turn  your  child  into  a  "pot  head."

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  coopera- 
tive effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State  Forest 
Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our  Legis- 
lature, the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each  municipality 
as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the  responsibility  of 
forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his  town/city.  This  person 
may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy  Forest  Fire 
Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire  districts 
with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district.  The  State 
organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municipal  forest  fire  organi- 
zation in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law  violators 
and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire  suppression  equipment 
is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local 
forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess  military  property  is 
obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire  departments  at  no  cost  to 
local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire  suppression  units.  This  coop- 
erative arrangement  between  State  and  municipality  has  resulted  in 
one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than 
one-half  acre  of  woodland  burned  in  each  fire  reported.

BARNSTEAD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

For  the  Year  1979 

Every  year  there  is  more  concern  for  the  protection  of  our  environ- 
ment and  the  preservation  of  certain  land  and  water  areas  from  exploit- 
ation for  the  sake  of  temporary  profit.  There  is  already  a  strong  trend 
in  the  Northeast  to  protect  our  prime  farm  lands  from  crowded  devel- 
opment and  over  abundant  shopping  malls.  The  time  is  coming  when 
more  grain  and  livestock  will  again  have  to  be  produced  here  because 
of  prohibitive  transportation  costs  from  more  distant  parts  of  the 
country. 

Again  this  past  year  more  Bamstead  people  are  using  the  beach  area 
on  Upper  Sun  cook  Pond.  We  would  like  to  see  the  area  used  by  groups 
of  older  citizens  who  could  drive  directly  to  the  beach-picnic  area.  The 
road  will  always  be  opened  for  these  citizens  upon  request  of  the  Con- 
servation Commission. 

The  Commission  is  still  in  the  process  of  acquiring  wetlands  for  the 
protection  of  Barnstead's  precious  water  resources  and  also  a  sanctuary 
for  wild  animal  and  plant  life. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  report  the  loss  of  one  of 
our  members  who  had  the  respect  and  affection  of  all  that  knew  him. 
It  has  been  a  loss  to  the  whole  community  to  have  Leo  Nash  move  from 
our  area. 

William  Graves  of  Center  Barnstead  is  a  new  member  of  the  Com- 
mission and  we  welcome  him. 

We  would  welcome  more  participation  from  the  townspeople  at  our 
regular  monthly  meeting  at  the  Town  Library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Barnstead  Planning  Board  is  made  up  of  six  elected  members 
plus  two  appointed  alternates.  The  Board's  activities  fall  into  three  gen- 
eral categories:  1).  Review  of  subdivision  applications,  including  the 
conducting  of  public  hearings.  Of  primary  concern  in  this  review  is 
whether  the  proposed  subdivision  meets  the  current  requirements  as 
set  forth  in  the  town  ordinance  and  that  the  subdivided  plans  will  not 
cause  undue  hardship  on  any  abutters.  2).  The  Planning  Board  is  con- 
tinually involved  in  reviewing  the  zoning  and  land  use  ordinances  as 
well  as  building  codes  with  the  intent  of  adding  to,  modifying  or  delet- 
ing these  statutes.  The  Board  endeavors  to  interpret  the  input  from  the 
town  from  phone  calls,  letters  and  comments  at  public  hearings,  into 
meaningful  and  desirable  changes  to  the  existing  ordinances.  This 
process  involves  the  drafting  of  proposed  changes,  the  holding  of  public 
hearings  on  these  changes  and  preparation  of  the  final  item  to  be  placed 
in  the  town  warrant,  which  is  presented  to  the  voters.  3).  The  Barnstead 
Planning  Board  has  been  involved  in  the  preparation  of  a  Master  Plan 
for  Barnstead  for  several  years.  The  Master  Plan,  which  has  recently 
become  mandatory  for  all  towns,  covers  many  aspects  of  town  develop- 
ment. The  Master  Plan  is  designed  to  minimize  the  financial  and  admin- 
istrative burden  on  the  town  by  providing  for  orderly  and  controlled 
growth.  In  general,  the  aim  is  to  maintain  a  rural  agricultural  commun- 
ity, allow  for  a  modest  growth  rate  while  preserving  the  scenic  beauty 
of  the  town. 

The  members  of  the  Board  solicit  each  and  every  citizen  to  contri- 
bute to  the  planning  effort.  The  ability  of  the  board  to  truly  reflect  the 
wishes  of  the  town  is  vitally  dependent  on  the  townspeople  making 
their  interests  known  to  the  Board.

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STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT

At  the  time  of  last  year's  town  meeting,  I  had  just  embarked  on  my 
second  term  as  your  state  representative.  Legislative  projects  were  only 
just  underway.  The  session  is  now  history,  but  the  work  continues. 

Several  measures  which  I  co-sponsored  involving  the  safety  of  trans- 
portation of  hazardous  materials  have  now  become  law.  However,  a 
complex  proposal  regarding  the  liability  for  an  accident  relating  to 
hazardous  materials  was,  for  the  second  time,  shunted  to  interim  study. 
But  the  battle  is  not  yet  lost  as  I  have  now  received  the  support  of  the 
Attorney  General's  office  and  the  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  in  drafting  a 
new  proposal. 

Legislation  which  would  have  updated  the  septic  system  permitting 
procedure  narrowly  lost  in  the  Senate.  However,  at  the  end  of  the 
session,  I  was  appointed  by  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  to  a  special  committee  to  review  the  problem.  Our  conclu- 
sions will  be  aired  in  March  at  a  public  hearing. 

I  was  also  successful  in  seeing  legislation  passed  updating  certain 
aspects  of  the  Rooms  and  Meals  Tax  which  were  especially  onerous  to 
small  businesses. 

In  sum,  although  the  session  saw  fewer  explosive  debates  than  my 
first  foray  to  the  State  House,  it  was  much  more  hard-working, 
hopefully  benefiting  us  all.  Perhaps  our  crowning  glory  was  passage  of  a 
law  which  requires  the  legislature  to  determine  the  financial  impact  of 
its  actions  on  local  communities  for  any  new  legislation. 

Being  your  state  representative,  however,  is  more  than  just  passing 
laws.  Almost  one  year  ago  the  Union  Telephone  Company  requested  a 
rate  increase  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.  I  entered  the  case  as 
a  limited  party  intervenor.  This  permitted  me  to  request  a  public 
hearing  (held  in  July  in  Alton)  and  to  raise  issues  before  the  Commis- 
sion. My  position,  which  was  supported  by  customer  letters  and  calls 
to  the  Commission,  was  that  any  rate  increase  should  be  contingent  on 
elimination  of  mileage  charges  as  well  as  improvement  to  the  system. 

To    date,    both    of    these    issues    have    been    supported    by    the 
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Commission.  And  although  a  rate  increase  has  been  approved,  it  is  for 
only  two-thirds  of  what  had  been  requested,  the  mileage  charges  have 
been  ordered  eliminated  and  the  Commission  has  equated  the  rate  in- 
crease to  an  improvement  in  service. 

This  is  a  victory  which  could  not  have  been  achieved  without  your 
assistance.  It  is  the  best  example  that  I  have  seen  in  my  brief  tenure  in 
office  of  how  public  involvement  can  influence  the  decision  makers. 

The  process  of  communication  which  was  successful  in  this  issue  can 
continue.  Most  of  the  constituent  requests  which  I  receive  deal  with  the 
unresponsiveness  of  government,  whether  it  be  the  vast  bureaucracy  or 
the  legislature  itself.  It  must  be  our  joint  goal  to  change  this. 

Government  only  works  well  when  we  work  together.  I  look  forward 
to  hearing  from  everyone,  be  it  question,  or  comment,  either  by  mail:

1980  marks  my  14th  year  as  your  State  Representative,  and  my  5th 
year  as  Speaker  of  New  Hampshire's  House  of  Representatives.  As  we 
enter  this  new  decade,  I  believe  more  strongly  than  ever,  that  our  State 
Legislature  has  successfully  moved  to  fill  the  gap  in  our  system  of 
government  created  by  an  increasingly  unresponsive  and  distant  federal 
government. 

Responding  to  the  needs  of  our  State's  elderly,  the  Legislature  elim- 
inated forced  retirement  as  a  practice  that  discriminates  against  our 
senior  citizens  and  called  on  employers  to  look  at  job  performance,  not 
age,  as  a  standard  for  retirement  decisions.  The  budget  for  the  Council 
on  Aging  was  increased,  and  a  discount  card  program  was  created  to 
encourage  merchants  to  provide  discounts  to  elderly  citizens. 

Turning  its  attention  to  New  Hampshire's  youth,  the  Legislature 
increased  funding  for  the  University  System  and  vocational  education 
centers  throughout  our  state;  provided  state  assistance  to  local  school 
districts  to  make  sure  that  handicapped  and  disabled  children  had  every 
chance  to  reach  their  full  potential,  and  increased  budgets  for  state 
agencies  responsible  for  watchdogging  cases  of  child  abuse  and  neglect. 
Wrestling  with  one  of  the  most  controversial  issues  of  the  session,  the 
Legislature  raised  the  State's  drinking  age  to  20,  largely  in  response  to 
statistics  showing  increased  fatalities  among  youths  driving  on  our 
State's  highway's  and  the  concerns  from  local  school  officials  that  use 
of  alcoholic  beverages  in  our  State's  high  schools  had  risen  significantly 
since  the  drinking  age  had  been  lowered. 

Energy,  its  scarcity  and  soaring  costs  demanded  much  of  the  Legis- 
lature's attention  last  session.  In  order  to  encourage  conservation  and 
reduce  our  dependence  on  oil,  several  steps  were  taken.  Minimum 
energy  conservation  standards  were  established  for  new  building  con- 
struction; low-interest  loans  were  made  available  to  New  Hampshire- 
based  utilities  to  give  them  more  money  with  which  to  improve  and 
expand  their  facilities;  the  use  of  gasohol  was  encouraged  by  reducing 
road  taxes  applied  to  its  purchase,  and  towns  were  authorized  to  adopt 
tax  credits  for  those  homes  heated  by  central  systems  that  burn  wood. 
In  addition,  the  House  State-Federal  Relations  Committee,  which  I 
created  last  session,  has  favorably  considered  a  bill  that  will  allow  New 
Hampshire  to  participate  in  the  New  England  Regional  Energy  Board 
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designed  to  bring  together  Federal,  state  and  local  experts  in  an  effort 
to  develop  workable  and  on-target  solutions  to  our  regional  energy 
problems. 

At  times  such  as  these  when  the  rising  cost  of  energy  and  living,  on 
the  whole,  place  severe  hardships  on  people  throughout  our  State's 
communities,  government  that  is  inefficient  and  wasteful  is  not  merely 
intolerable,  it  is  immoral.  Last  session  I  introduced  legislation  which 
finetuned  the  termination  dates  set  for  State  agencies  under  our  "Sun- 
set Act."  Unless  those  agencies  can  justify  their  existence  to  a  joint 
committee  and  to  the  Legislature  in  a  detailed  review  which  is  repeated 
every  six  years,  the  agencies  will  be  terminated.  The  Legislature  took 
further  steps  by  requiring  that  any  bill  considered  by  the  State  Legis- 
lature that  would  affect  the  income  or  expenses  of  any  town  must  in- 
clude an  explanation  of  what  the  dollar  and  cents  effect  would  be.  This 
will  give  the  decision-makers  the  chance  to  weigh  the  benefits  for  pro- 
grams against  the  real  cost  to  the  taxpayers.  And  to  further  assist  towns 
taking  on  state-ordered  programs,  a  law  was  passed  that  allows  local 
officials  to  put  off  beginning  these  programs  until  they  can  be  included 
in  the  next  year's  town  budget. 

As  our  Legislature  makes  significant  progress  towards  improving  the 
State's  level  of  services  while  it  struggles  to  contain  the  costs  of  those 
services,  the  U.S.  Congress  appears  to  be  incapable  of  even  token  reduc- 
tions in  a  staggering  federal  deficit  that  ranks  second  to  energy  costs  as 
a  principal  ingredient  fueling  today's  inflation.  Because  this  situation 
has  reached  such  unbearable  proportions,  I  joined  with  other  legisla- 
tive leaders  last  session  to  sponsor  legislation  which  endorses  an  amend- 
ment to  the  U.S.  Constitution  requiring  Congress  to  balance  the  Federal 
budget.  It  was  a  grave  step  for  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  to  take, 
but  one  that  was  necessitated  by  a  Congress  that  seems  to  have  lost  the 
ability  to  say  no  to  special  interests  clamoring  for  increased  Federal 
expenditures. 

On  another,  front,  I  sponsored  legislation  increasing  the  bonding 
authority  of  the  Housing  Finance  Agency  which,  during  the  last  two 
years,  provided  over  $140  million  in  low-interest  loans  to  people  in  our 
state  who  cannot  afford  homes  for  themselves  and  their  families. 

In  Center  Barnstead,  reconstruction  work  has  begun  on  Suncook 
Lake  Dam.  Last  session  I  worked  to  secure  the  $45,000  Capital  Budget 
appropriation  for  this  project.  According  to  the  Department  of  Water 
Resources,  the  construction  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  this 
winter,  and  Suncook  Lake  will  be  ready  for  recreational  use  next 
summer. 

Last  fall,  the  telephone  companies  that  service  our  district  held  to 
their  promise  to  end  the  practice  of  charging  tolls  for  calls  within  the 
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boundaries  of  a  town  by  September  of  1979.  That  success  was  the  cul- 
mination of  ten  years  of  effort  that  involved  many  legislative  initiatives 
and  a  sustained  commitment  from  many  people  in  our  district. 

As  always,  I  encourage  you  to  call  on  me  when  you  have  concerns 
regarding  state  or  local  matters  that  need  attention.  This  report  is  just 
a  brief  summary  of  my  efforts  as  your  State  Representative  and  the 
activities  of  our  State  Legislature.  I  will  be  mailing  to  the  selectmen  of 
the  three  towns  in  our  District  two  publications— one  entitled  "Final 
Disposition  of  Bills  and  Resolutions,"  and  the  other  entitled  "High- 
lights Summarized.'"  These  two  references  provide  detailed  information 
about  legislation  considered  during  the  past  session.  If  you  need  further 
information,  or  if  I  can  assist  you  in  any  way,  please  feel  free  to  contact 
me  at  my  office,  toll  free,  at  1-800-852-3392,  or  call  me  at  my  home  at 
267-8151  at  any  time.

After  some  discussion  of  leasing  equipment 
versus  buying  outright  Mr.  Magnifico  responded  to  Joy  Hazeltine's 
question  by  saying  that  this  possibility  has  been  thoroughly  explored 
after  a  committee  has  been  working  on  it  for  two  years  and  concluded 
that  the  purchase  of  the  machine  was  the  best  alternative.  After  calling 
for  a  voice  vote  the  Moderator  felt  it  was  necessary  to  ask  for  a  standing 
vote.  After  a  count  of  hands  the  results  were  42  for  and  52  against. 

Mr.  Russell  felt  it  necessary  to  explain  that  the  Administrative  bud- 
get is  established  by  law.  A  proposed  budget  is  developed,  public  hear- 
ing is  posted.  The  towns  got  together  the  1st  Tuesday  of  December  and 
met  again  at  a  later  date.  Each  town's  portion  is  determined  by  the 
number  of  students  involved.  It  is  then  placed  in  the  budget  of  each  of 
the  four  school  districts.  Each  town  has  the  legal  obligation  to  pay  the 
portion  set  up  in  the  budget.  No  matter  what  is  voted  tonight  we  would 
still  have  the  obligation  to  pay  the  $15,109.00.  There  could  be  a  legal 
contest  to  be  sure  we  pay  our  share  of  the  budget  as  set  up. 

After  much  discussion  on  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  new  equipment 
the  Moderator  recommended  we  move  on  and  that  we  do  not  delete  the 
$15,000  figure  since  we  would  still  be  faced  with  a  solution  of  the 
problem  of  paying  these  expenses.  David  Gregoire  made  a  motion  and  it 
was  duly  seconded  that  we  reconsider  Item  1477.3  as  originally  pre- 
sented. Accepted  by  a  voice  vote. 

Motion  was  made  by  Lloyd  Hanson  and  it  was  duly  seconded  that 
we  accept  the  figure  of  $15,109.00.  Mr.  Neister  asked  if  the  computer 
had  already  been  purchased.  He  was  told  a  committee  of  three  went 
out,  two  from  Pittsfield  and  one  from  Wolfeboro  over  a  two  year 
period  of  investigation.  It  was  their  recommendation  that  we  purchase 
the  bookkeeping  equipment.  Delivery  is  expected  in  May  or  June  of 
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1979  and  it  should  last  between  five  and  ten  years.  In  response  to  the 
question  "Why  do  we  not  lease  the  Computer?"  we  were  told  that 
leasing  would  cost  2-3  times  the  purchase  price.  Each  School  Board  was 
behind  the  decision.  The  Moderator  asked  "Are  you  ready  for  the 
question?"  Motion  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

#1479  Exp.  to  other  than  Public  Schools        $17,910.00 

Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Robie  and  it  was  duly  seconded  that  we 
accept  #1479  as  presented.  In  response  to  a  request  for  further  explana- 
tion it  was  explained  that  we  must  pay  for  the  transportation  of 
students  to  schools  other  than  other  public  schools.  Mr.  Knowles 
pointed  out  that  approximately  12%  of  our  students  have  some  kind  of 
handicap;  sight,  hearing  or  learning  disability  which  cannot  be  taken 
care  of  in  the  school.  This  figure  is  based  on  7  youngsters  for  whom  we 
could  supply  special  education  and  transportation.  State  law  sets  a 
figure  of  $2,296.00  for  an  elementary  school  student  or  $2,688.00  for 
a  high  school  student.  One  half  of  the  figure  is  for  tuition  and  one  half 
for  transportation.  No  figure  could  be  given  as  to  how  many  students 
will  require  special  care.  If  a  parent  has  a  child  with  a  handicap  they 
may  request  that  the  school  district  provide  testing  and  evaluation  and 
make  recommendations.  If  not  satisfied  the  parent  may  appeal  to  the 
State  Board  if  necessary.  The  State  pays  anything  in  excess  of  the  base 
figure  set  by  the  State  per  student. 

After  the  above  explanation  the  Moderator  asked  if  those  present 
were  ready  for  the  vote.  The  motion  was  accepted  by  voice  vote. 

#1700  Summer  School 

Contingency  Fund  $2,000.00 

Motion  was  made  by  David  Gregoire  and  duly  seconded  that  we 
accept  #1700  as  presented.  Accepted  by  voice  vote. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  total  figure. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mary  Gosse  and  seconded  by  Jeanne  Locke 
that  we  accept  the  total  figure  of  $678,045.00.  Accepted  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  IV.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  make  application  for  and  receive  in  the  name  of  the  district  such 
advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may 
now  or  hereinafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any  federal  or  state  agency. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mary  Gosse  and  seconded  by  Lloyd  Hanson 
that  we  accept  Article  IV  as  presented.  Accepted  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  V.   To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  establish  a  con- 
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tingency  fund  to  meet  the  cost  of  unanticipated  expenses  that  may 
arise  during  the  year. 

Motion  was  made  by  Lloyd  Hanson  and  duly  seconded  that  we 
accept  Article  V  as  presented.  Accepted  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  VI.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting. 

Motion  was  made  by  Lloyd  Hanson  and  duly  seconded  by  several 
that  we  adjourn  the  meeting  at  9:25  P.M.  Accepted  by  voice  vote. 

At  the  request  of  Chief  Rodney  Boyd  the  Moderator  announced 
that  the  Town  Meeting  would  be  held  on  Saturday,  March  17  at  1:30 
P.M.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  the  school  district,  I  respect- 
fully submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  Last  year  my  report  reflected  upon  the  history  of  supervisory 
unions,  now  known  as  school  administrative  units  (SAU)  and  the  multi- 
tudinous services  provided.  Since  that  time  the  school  districts  within 
school  administrative  unit  member  #49  have  examined  their  needs 
which  has  spirited  further  consideration. 

The  town  of  Moultonboro  has  taken  the  necessary  legal  steps  to 
withdraw  from  the  Governor  Went  worth  Regional  School  District.  This 
becomes  effective  July  1,  1980  thus  leaving  the  towns  of  Brookfield, 
Effingham,  New  Durham,  Ossipee,  Tuftonboro  and  Wolfeboro.  The 
withdrawing  town  of  Moultonboro  petitioned  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation to  establish  them  as  an  independent  school  administrative  unit. 
The  process  was  long,  extensively  studied  and  well  debated  before  the 
State  approved  their  request.  The  elimination  of  Moultonboro  from 
SAU  #49  has  increased  the  costs  to  the  remaining  districts  due  to  the 
effect  upon  the  formula  used  to  distribute  the  costs.  The  withdrawal 
of  Moultonboro  has  also  placed  an  added  burden  on  the  remaining 
towns  composing  the  Governor  Wentworth  Regional  School  District. 

With  the  State  approving  Moultonboro  as  an  independent  SAU  — 
the  smallest  in  the  State  -  it  has  stirred  interest  on  the  part  of  other 
districts  to  study  the  same  possibility.  The  Governor  Wentworth 
Regional  School  District  has  studied  the  reorganization  of  this  school 
administrative  unit  and  will  have  an  article  on  this  year's  warrant  to  see 
if  the  voters  would  support  reorganization.  Their  study  indicates  the 
following  reasons: 

1 .  More  local  control. 

2.  SAU  #49  is  the  largest  in  the  state  with  four  districts  and  ten 
towns. 

3.  SAU  #49  is  the  18th  largest  on  a  student  population  basis  (3770). 

4.  SAU  #49  is  the  only  rural  union  with  three  high  schools  in  the 
unit. 

5.  Demands  for  services  have  increased  while  the  number  of  central 
office  professional  staff  has  remained  the  same  for  over  fourteen 
years  (3  people). 

6.  Withdrawal  of  Moultonboro  has  had  a  financial  impact  on  the 
Regional.

7.  Withdrawal  of  Moultonboro  from  SAU  #49  has  had  a  financial 
impact  on  SAU  #49. 

8.  The  Regional  District  pays  62.59%  of  the  total  SAU  Budget. 

9.  The  Regional  School  Board  feels  it  can  support  a  single -district 
SAU  with  relatively  the  same  amount  of  money. 

10.  Alton  is  presently  studying  the  possibility  of  becoming  a  separate 
SAU. 

1 1 .  A  separate  SAU  would  better  serve  the  educational  needs  of  the 
district. 

12.  Adding  more   supervisory  personnel  would  tend  to  dilute  the 
administrative  services. 

13.  The  size  and  geographical  distances  are  too  great  in  the  present 
SAU. 

14.  Educational  needs  of  the  Regional  supports  the  request  for  a 
single-district  school  administrative  unit. 

These  reasons  are  set  forth  to  bring  to  everyone's  attention  the  con- 
cerns of  the  Governor  Wentworth  Regional  School  Board.  Because  of 
the  interest  in  the  Regional  District,  the  voters  of  Alton  have  also  be- 
come interested  and  have  asked  the  Alton  School  Board  to  establish  a 
committee  to  study  the  feasibility  of  Alton  becoming  a  single-district 
SAU. 

The  process  of  becoming  an  independent  SAU,  or  reorganization  of 
existing  districts  composing  a  school  administrative  unit  is  not  easy,  nor 
is  it  an  automatic  thing  with  the  State.  The  State  Board  of  Education 
will  form  and/or  realign  school  districts  into  school  administrative  units 
when  it  believes  such  action  is  essential  to  public  education.  The  cri- 
teria established  by  the  State  is: 

1.  A  single  district  school  administrative  unit  shall  provide  for  a 
kindergarten  through  twelve,  or  grade  one  through  twelve,  edu- 
cational program,  and  such  other  programs  as  may  be  authorized 
by  the  local  district. 

2.  Each  school  administrative  unit  shall  be  staffed  by  (a)  a  full 
time,  state-certified  and  financially-supported  superintendent  of 
schools  and  (b)  at  least  one  other  state-certified  and  financially- 
supported  administrator;  and  (c)  such  bookkeeping,  payroll, 
secretarial  and  clerical  assistance  to  insure  efficient  adminis- 
trative services  are  provided  each  participating  school  district.  The 
requirements  under  (c)  could  be  met  through  shared  services  or 
staff  between  districts  and/or  school  administrative  units. 
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3.  Prescribed  instructional  and  administrative  services. 

Action  to  petition  reorganization  may  be  initiated  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  school  board  or  majority  vote  on  an  article  in  the  warrant. 
Upon  receipt  by  the  State  Board  of  such  a  petition,  they  will  then  re- 
view, investigate  and  act  on  the  petition  within  ninety  days.  It  is  the 
sole  responsibility  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  organize  the 
State  into  School  Administrative  Units.  All  school  districts  are  assigned 
to  a  school  administrative  unit. 

A  great  deal  of  attention  is  being  given  to  the  reorganization  of  this 
school  administrative  unit.  It  will  affect  each  district  if  reorganization 
takes  place  and,  if  it  does  not,  it  could  still  have  an  effect  because  of 
the  growing  need  to  meet  the  demands  being  placed  upon  schools  by 
both  the  State  and  Federal  Governments. 

It  has  been  a  very  busy,  sometime  hectic,  but  always  rewarding  year 
in  the  absence  of  Elton  Knowles  who  is  on  a  leave  of  absence  this  year. 
It  would  not  have  been  possible  to  survive  without  the  dedication  and 
long  hours  given  by  Richard  Magnifico,  Business  Administrator.  Tre- 
mendous assistance  has  also  been  provided  by  the  cooperation  of  Nancy 
Steinberg,  Administrative  Assistant.  My  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  the  school  boards,  assistance  and  cooperation  of  pro- 
fessional colleagues,  and  the  students  and  citizens  who  have  contribu- 
ted to  the  improvement  of  the  education  provided  for  your  youth.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  the  citizens  of  Barnstead,  the  Barnstead  School  Board,  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  submit  my  second  annual  report.  This 
report  addresses  three  areas:  the  new  facility,  curriculum  and  communi- 
cations. 

Facility:  Our  new  eight  classrooms  and  library  were  ready  to  open 
for  school  this  past  September,  1979.  The  classrooms  are  bright, 
attractive,  and  functional.  Students  in  grades  four  through  eight  have 
their  classes  in  this  new  section  with  Mrs.  Nelson,  Mr.  Peacock,  Miss 
Boudreau,  Mrs.  Higgins,  Mr.  Lord,  Mr.  Deprey,  Miss  Smith,  and  Mr. 
Haley. 

The  rooms  provide  an  excellent  place  to  study  and  learn  as  they  are 
accoustically  treated  and  are  flexible  in  arrangement.  Furniture  was 
purchased  for  six  of  the  eight  classrooms. 

The  library  and  media  area  is  indispensable.  It  provides  much  needed 
space  for  books,  student  study  and  research.  Because  of  the  carpeted 
risers  at  one  end,  it  is  versatile  in  its  use  as  an  area  to  view  films  or  small 
plays. 

The  availability  of  appropriate  classroom  space  has  had  an  enormous 
impact  on  improving  student  behavior,  staff  morale,  and  building  use 
by  the  community. 

Curriculum:  Since  September  of  1978,  teachers  have  adopted  skills 
continuums  for  mathematics  and  reading.  Materials  such  as  filmstrips, 
tapes,  workbooks,  games  and  textbooks  have  been  coded  to  each  skill. 
Some  teachers  have  used  these  continuums  in  conferences  with  parents 
to  let  them  know  which  skills  their  child  can  do.  Now  we  need  to  devel- 
op skills  continuums  or  course  of  study  outlines  for  social  studies, 
science,  English,  and  health.  Materials  then  need  to  be  organized  for 
each  area  for  better  utilization. 

Various  staff  members  have  worked  in  each  of  these  forementioned 
subject  areas  on  the  Union  Accountability  program.  The  accountability 
group  is  comprised  of  teachers  and  administrators  from  Alton,  Barn- 
stead, Pittsfield,  and  Governor  Wentworth  districts.  This  group  has  met 
to  determine  student  outcomes  and  various  assessment  and  testing 
programs.  An  advantage  of  the  accountability  format  is  that  it  is  devel- 
oped by  local  districts  rather  than  having  its  content  determined  by  a 
state  mandate.  The  accountability  program  is  also  an  asset  in  that  it 
strengthens  the  school  experience  for  the  average  child.  While  in  no  way 
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does  it  detract  from  Special  Education  or  other  programs,  it  does  struc- 
ture what  is  appropriate  and  reasonable  for  most  children  to  accom- 
plish. This  seems  especially  important  in  giving  appropriate  efforts, 
concern,  and  recognition  to  the  average  child's  learning  program. 

Two  programs  have  been  designed  for  children  who  have  special  or 
additional  learning  needs:  the  early  childhood  and  multi-age  classes. 
Each  of  these  has  been  established  to  help  students  as  early  as  possible 
in  school  to  reduce  difficulties  as  they  become  older. 

Communication:  Communication  which  is  effective,  open,  and 
honest  is  one  challenge  which  we  as  a  community,  school,  parents, 
and  students  need  to  address  daily.  By  working  together  to  direct  our 
efforts  towards  the  best  interests  of  our  students  we  can  achieve  a  great 
deal. 

One  evening  per  month  (the  first  Tuesday)  various  staff  members 
and  myself  will  be  present  to  discuss  situations,  programs,  and  other 
topics  of  concern  to  parents  as  relating  to  our  school. 

Calling  teachers,  attending  the  monthly  communication  group, 
attending  School  Board  meetings  and  budget  hearings,  and  school 
visitations  are  a  few  means  by  which  you  can  become  more  aware  of 
and  involved  with  your  school.

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HEALTH  REPORT 

We  are  again  fortunate  to  have  the  dental  fluoride  program  in  our 
school.  The  children  in  grades  1  thru  5  will  participate  in  daily  tooth 
brushing  and  flossing  and  weekly  fluoride  rinsing.  Children  must  have 
parental  consent  to  participate  in  the  program.  There  were  good  results 
from  the  program  last  year. 

Many  of  the  children  have  had  their  annual  eye  and  ear  exam  and 
parents  have  been  notified  of  failing  results.  Class  physicals  for  grades 
3,  5  and  7  have  been  scheduled  for  February  and  March.  The  Pitts- 
field  Medical  Association  will  be  giving  the  physicals  this  year. 

Children  have  brought  home  questionnaires  concerning  well-child 
clinics.  If  the  response  indicates  a  need  in  our  community  for  these 
clinics,  we  may  be  a  pilot  program  sponsored  by  the  Lakes  Region 
Community  Health  Agency.  The  clinics  would  be  held  on  a  regular 
basis  and  children  would  be  given  physicals  and  immunizations. 

Health  classes  for  all  grades  have  begun  on  a  regular  basis.  The  lower 
grades  are  learning  about  the  "Basic  Four  Food  Groups,"  good  snacks, 
good  health  habits  and  safety.  The  middle  grades  are  involved  in  study- 
ing various  systems  of  the  body  and  the  functions  of  individual  organs. 
The  upper  grades  are  covering  similar  topics  but  on  a  higher  level.  We 
hope  to  continue  to  expand  the  program  as  health  is  an  important  part 
of  your  child's  life. 

Chickenpox  seems  to  have  hit  our  school  full  force  this  year,  with 
more  than  30  cases  reported.  It  began  in  the  first  grade  and  has  pro- 
gressed to  the  eighth.
